1 . Applicant presents claims 29-49 directed to an invention that is distinct from and 
independent of the invention previously claimed, Applicant will be required to restrict the claims to the 
invention previously claimed if the amendment is entered. 

2. The amendment filed on 04/20/07 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and 
presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 

821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because: The Original claims 

1-28 are characterized as an extension on an existed programming language by adding new 
constructs. The newly added Claims 29-49 are distinct to the original claims.
